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The Rominger well, fix e miles west 
of Bridgeport, promises to be the 
first big producer brought in in the 
Wise county field, if reports, seem- 
ngly authentic, are verified when the 
well is uncapped and the drill put 
hack to work. 
Various estimates are 
being made as to the capacity of tlT0 
well. some of them running as high 
as three thousand barrels, hut as 
all these estimates are speculative, 
nothing definite can be given at this 
time on what the well will produce. 
Thousands of people from all parts of 
Wise county and adjoining counties 
have visited the Rominger since it 
was reported giving up oil Saturday 
morning. 
A num ber of oil “scouts” 
from other Texas fields are daily go­ 
ing to the well, and it is their opin­ 
ion that the Rominger will he one of 
the biggest and hest producers in this 
section of the country. 
Samples of 
the output are to he seen on every 
hand in almost every town and vil­ 
lage in I he county, and the people 
have been aroused to a high state of 
enthusiasm 
over 
the 
findings. 
Sunday, following the day the report 
gained currency, the public road lead­ 
ing from Bridgeport to the well, was 
lined with automobiles, and it is’ said 
that not less than one thousand au­ 
tomobiles were driven through the 
gate of the pasture in which the well 
is located. 
The well showed a strong gas pres­ 
sure early Saturday morning, and af­ 
ter the driller had sent the bit into 
the shale about three feet, he brought 
up the drill and noticed a quantity 
of oil on it. 
He then bailed and 
brought up the bailer full of oil. 
Three bailings were made and each 
time the oil filled the large bucket. 
The well was then closed down and 
word sent to Bridgeport to the other 
du ller to come out. 
The word was 
telephoned to Mr. Jennings, connect­ 
ed with the Rominger company, and 
he, in company with the driller, went 
to the well. 
The bailer was again 
sent down and several bailings were 
made, and while drawing the bailer 
up it was discovered that the oil had 
risen in the hole about three hun­ 
dred feet. 
In three hours, state Mr. 
Jennings and the drillers, the oil rose 
more than seven hundred feet in the 
well. 
Tile well was securely capped 
and word was telephoned 
to Mr. 
Chase, m anager of the well, who was 
in Newcastle. 
Upon the arrival of 
Mr. Chase Sunday morning, it was 
decided to go cautiously about bring­ 
ing in the well, as several hundred 
feet of the hole has no casing, and to 
avoid a bridge, should the drill he 
put hack in the hole, it was decided 
to put in casing, which has been sup­ 
plied by the Texas Company at Wich­ 
ita Falls, after the compaV s scouts 
have made a close examination of the 
possibilities of the well. 
Tuesday morning the boiler was 
removed and everything is being put 
in shape for drilling in the well. 
A 
controller has been secured from the 
Carey Company’s well, southwest of 
Decatur. 
The well will be drilled in 
today or tomorrow if the casing has 
been put down bv that time. 
The Rominger w°ll is attracting oil 
men from all parts of the state. 
It 
is freely predicted that it will be the 
best well discovered in North or 
Northwest Texas. The oil taken from 
the well tested 42 gravity, a superior

good 
roads 
meeting was held at Bridgeport last 
Tuesday afternoon which was attend­ 
ed by large delegations from P ark 
Spring, Chico, 
Decatur , Paradise, 
Cottondale and Bridgeport. 
The ob­ 
ject or the meeting was the further­ 
ing the 
plans 
to 
construct 
the 
Throckmorton highway 
west 
from 
Decatur to Bridgeport, by way of 
Chico and on to the county line on 
the west; also the construction of a 
highway from Park Springs south 
along the Rock Island 
railway 
to 
Paradise and on to Cottondale on 
the south. 
The attendance was representative 
of each community and all in attend­ 
ance were enthusiastic about the pro­ 
ject. 
The meeting was called to or­ 
der in the* city hall Auditorium bv 
Chairman 
Louis 
K irkpatrick 
of 
Bridgeport, with Jim Bowlin as sec­ 
retary. 
After stating the object of 
the meeting, the chairm an called for 
committee reports. 
Lee Morris of 
Chico, spoke 
for 
the 
committee 
which had been appointed at a prev­ 
ious meeting to establish a proposed 
route for a north and south high­ 
way along the west side of the coun­ 
ty. 
He outlined the route decided 
upon as beginning at the north line 
of the county at Park Springs and 
running south along the ‘east side 
of the track of the Rock Island by 
way of Chico Bridgeport,, Paradise 
and Cottondale and on to the county 
line on the south. 
Mr. Morris also 
told of the Throckmorton highway 
which has been designated by the 
state highway 
commission, 
which 
runs through the county east and 
west from Decatur to Bridgeport and 
on to Jacksboro. 
He outlined the 
plan of action decided on 
by 
the 
committee which was to take up th« 
m atter of 
building 
the 
highway 
from Decatur to 
Bridgeport, 
and 
suggested that an effort he made to 
divert this route from Bridgeport by 
way of Chico and on to the county 
line to the west because of the handi­ 
caps encountered should the road he 
constructed straight west by way of 
Jim Ned. and also because of the 
accessibility of material and ease of 
construction should 
the 
road 
he 
built by way of Chico. 
Mr. Morris 
stated that he believed should this 
plan be followed and bonds voted 
for the work that government aid 
could be secured on the north and 
south ends of the Park Springs and 
Cottondale routes as lateral routes. 
Mr. Kirkpatrick read a letter from 
the state highway department which 
told of the designation of the Throck 
morton route, but said that the state 
department would doubtless refuse 
aid to a north and south road which 
paralelled the Meridian highway. 
Commissioner St.Clair of Decatur 
was called upon, and responded by 
discussing the possibility of building 
the road from Decatur 
to 
Sandy 
creek. 
He stated that the Meridian 
district ran three miles west of De­ 
catur, and that the new proposed 
district could not overlap the Meri­ 
dian district. 
He also told of a pre­ 
vious effort started by the people 
living between Decatur and Bridge­ 
port to get up a bond issue to con­ 
struct a highway between the two 
towns. 
He said the people at that 
time were anxious to vote the bonds, 
hut it was found that the two dis­ 
tricts could not overlap, which left 
a gap of three miles on the Decatur 
end, so the m atter was dropped. 
Mr 
St.Clair offered his hearty support 
to the propositions before the meet­ 
ing, and closed by 
telling the 
au­ 
dience that there were three plans 
which had been used to build roads; 
1st, by criticising the commission­ 
ers; 2nd, by voting a special tax; 
"rd, by voting bonds; and he gave 
his opinion that the last named was 
the only practical way to build a 
road. 
Senator Guinn W illiam s respond­ 
ed to calls for a speech by saying he 
was w illing to do anything to help 
get good roads, and was in sympathy 
with the present movement.

he would help carry out the plans 
of the meeting.

part of the county decide to build 
their part of the road, they could 
depend on the section east of Sandy 
doing its part in the matter.
